The public policy which guides our land 
legislation aims at the division of the soil 
among actual cultivators. Even our 
loose land grants to railroads contained 
provisions which it was supposed would 
speedily secure the sale of the land in 
small parcels to cultivators. ; 

If a dozen great corporations now held 
United States patents to all the lands in 
the Indian Territory, and refused to sell 
or lease it to actual cultivators, how long 
would such ownership be tolerated? Not 
longer than the time it would take to con- 
demn and appropriate every foot of that 
land to public use by the ad quod damnum 
process. Who could contend that there 
is any breach of public faith or any 
violation of private right in such 
taking of land for public use? Every foot 
of land owned by a citizen of this country 
j8 held subject to such an exercise of the 
power of eminent domain. Why then 
should we permit a few bodies of men or- 
ganized as Indian tribes to hold for all 
time, by a collective title adverse to in- 
dividual ownership, a thousand times as 
much land as they ever expect to culti- 
vate or improve? 

Of all the mortmain tenures abhorrent 

to our public policy and to the aims of 
republican government, the proposed 
tribal tenure ofthe Indian Territory in 
perpetuity is the worst conceivable. It 
means the withdrawal of that noble 
domain from the uses of civilization, and 
its dedication for generations to come to 
a vanishing race’s love of idleness and 
solitude. it means a barren blank where 
a great State ought to be, and it is absurd 
to suppose that the American people will 
much longer tolerate any such barrier to 
their expanding civilization or any such 
blot upon the map of their country. 
Our Government is under no pledge or 
moral obligation to maintain a guard of 
bayonets around this Territory and to 
protect the seclusion of its Indian inhab- 
itants from the mighty pressure of a sur- 
rounding civilization. All that it can do, 
all that it is under any obligation to do, is 
to take care that they shall not suffer but 
be amply compensated for the necessity 
of yielding to an irresistible pressure and 
accepting the white man as a neighbor 
and fellow-citizen.

The Surplus of Labor.

It has been pretty well demonstrated in the 
last two or three years that there isa large 
surplus of labor in the United States, not 
alone in the unskilled but skilled employ- 
ments—a surplus not connected with any par- 
ticular union, not confined to any particuiar 
locality or trade, but pertaining to nearly 
the whole range of industry. Thirty or 
forty years ago a strike of 6,000 
men in any one place in any one 
employment would have been equiva- 
lent to a vietory for the strikers, or an indefi- 
nite suspension of the industry concerned.

Than the Official Test— The Casting of 
Steel Guns—Secretary Whitney Encour- 
aging Manufacturers—The Thurlow Co, 
Receive $3,000—Naval Opinions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcH. 

New YORK, February ¥.—The ability of the 
Thurlow open hearth gun to withstand the 
recent omolal test at the Annapolis proving 
grounds has been to many naval officers a 
surprise, while on the other handan equally 
large number are inclined to doubt the 
efficiency of the test. That the gun has with- 
stood the shock of ten official rounds does not 
demonstrate the fact that it will withstand 
1,000 rounds, nor on the other hand, is there 


— 


any reason to doubt that it will stand 1,000 
rounds. This very uneertainty is the 
eharacteristio of all cast guns, let them be 
cast of iron or steel. The guns may be 
cast apparently in the same manner. They 
may be subject to the same finishing touches 
and given the.same official test, and yet when 
they come to be used in active service, under 
the same circumstances and in the same bat- 
tery, if need be, one gun burste after the fifth 
orsixth round, while the other fires as high 
as 2,000 rounds without showing the slightest 
sign of weakness. It is all due to flaws in the 
metal, flaws which are so infinitely smali as 
to be proof against detection, yet of sufficient 
moment to threaten the very life of the great 
gun at the outset. It needs but a few dis- 
charges, it may be six, it may be twenty, 
but is better represented dy the 
unknown quantity, before disintegration has 
been effected and the gun succumbs. For this 
reason there is nothing to conclusively prove 
that the Bessemer steel gun, which recently 
failed to stand the ordnance firing test, isa 
failure in the principle of its make. A second 
Bessemer gan, cast at the very time the first 
was turned out, might have withstood the 
test. Nevertheless, official reports gan only 
deal with facts and absolute results, and in- 
asmiuch as the Thurlow open-hearth gun has 


withstood the ordnance heavy fring test, the 
principle of its manufacture must be accepted 
as a successful ond satisfactory one. 

CASTING STEEL GUNS. 

Steel manufacturers the country over have 
been striving to find some meth of — 
steel guns of sufficient strength to withstan 
the Government tests. Could they succeed in 
this a successiul competition could at once be 
entered into with the built up guns now being 
manufactured for the naval armaments of this 
country. Thetime required to cast a gun is 
only a question of bours and minutes, but to 
build up a gun of the same caliber as the one 
cast is a question of months, perhaps ofa 
year, with those of the heavier sizes of our 
new ordnance rifles. The cost of a cast gun 
would be much less than that of a built u 
gun, the very time of making, compared wi 
that required by a bullt up gun, demonstrat- 
ing this fact. 

teel manufacturers have,consequently ,trec- 
ognized the profit to be made off any success- 
ful cast-steel gun principée they could devise, 
and they have accordingly been striving dur- 
ing the past two years to effect such discoyv- 
erles. Secretary Whitney of the Navy Depart- 
ment has greatly encouraged manufacturers 
to attain such ends and has offered liberal re- 
wards as inducements. In fact, ever since 
Secretary Whitney’s advent to the Navy De 
artment the steel industry of this country 
as recognized that Mr. Whitney was endeav- 
oring to do all in his power to develop its 
growth. This has caused many manufactur- 
ere to strive to get successful results in ord- 
nance, knowing golden opportunities awaited 
them should they meet with success ia the 
trials of endurance. 
A SUCCESSFUL TEST. 

Among the first to come forward and an- 
nounce that they had cast guns which the 
offered for test were the Bessemer works an 
the Thuriow Steel Works.

Scenes at a Gambling Raid 
Made by Detectives Near Pool Alley—4 
Dangerous Predicament—Mesers. Catton 
& Emory te Have Trial for the Peni. 
tentiary. 


Billy Catton and Harry Emory have given 
bond to answer to a charge of keeping a gam. 
bling house. Their establishment, on Seventh 
near Olive street, was written up in the Post. 
DISPATCH of last Sunday. On the second floor 
poker and stud-horse poker have been run 
while on the third floor was a far 
bank. This exposure led to another 
raid of the place dy the police. Detectives 
Moberly and Kelly, Special Officer Creagan 
and Patrolimen Dunden, Quigley, Hammett 
and Cavanaugh visited them ina body last 
Tuesday night. They endeavored to make their 
call as quiet as possible and to make it sort 
of surprise party, but asthey were coming 
stealthily up stairs the negro look-out raised 
the slide in the door and discovereg them. 
He notified Catton, who came to the door and 
demanded their business. 

Wo are officers of the law and wisn to en- 
ter, explained Moberly. 

‘*I know you are officers,’ replied Catton 
**but I won’t let you or anybody else in.. : 

Moberly ordered the ‘men to break in the 
door. They struck it tour or five blows with 
an ax and then Catton opened the door him. 
selfand let them in. The officers foung a 
stud-horse poker outfit and several men 
seated around it, but there was no game in 


progress, it having evidently stopped while 
the officers were endeavoring to effect an 
entrance into the 3 The men found in 
the place were arrested. Oatton asked for the 
names of theofficers and Moberly furnished 
them to him, the ex-local billiard champion 
writing them all down. When he had finished 
Moberly inquired the correct names of the 
men arrested, but Catton refused to give 
them. The officers then proceeded to the 
third floor, and found a couple of tables, like 
poker tables. They also found nearly 1,000 
chips and a couple of decks of cards, 
which they took. Next day the men 
arrested were before Judge Cady on a charge 
of gambling. The names given by them were 
Wm. H. Catton, Harry Emory, Lyman Page. 
Winfield H. Sheppard, Max Rich, Edmund 
Terry, Thomas Vaughn, James Allen, George 
Fisher and Frank R. Shannon. they took 
continuances until the lach inst., intending to 
— the cases, A warrant for keeping a gam. 
biing-house where stud horse poker is played 
was then taken out against Catton and Emory. 
The charge is a felony. 

**We intend,’’ remarked Chief Huebler this 
morning, to fight these people to the best of 
our ability and punish them us severely as we 
can. While we have not found any evidence 
of faro there and do not think there has really 
deen a bank there, we know they have been 
running stud-horse poker and will prosecute 
them for keeping that game.’’ 

If tried, this will be the first charge of 
keeping a stud-horse poker game 
which bas fever gone before a jury. 
It is considered impossible to get a 
ury to convict a man of a felony for running 
a draw- poker or craps game. but stud- horse 

ker is more in the nature of faro and keno,

CLAIRETTE VANDERBILT'S DEATS. 


The Police Make an Investigation and Prom- 
ise a Sensation.

The indications are that the next two or 
three days will develop a great sensation in 
connection with the death of Clairette Van- 
derbilt, a member ofthe Pearl of Pekin Co., 
who — suddenly a few days ago in New 
York. It was given out that the young lady's 
demise was occasioned by gastric fever. At 
the present moment, however, an investiga- 
tion is being conducted by the police upon the 
theory that the giri met her death as the re- 
sult of malpractice. It is rumored that the 
name of the doctor who performed the act is 
known to the detectives, and that an order 
has been sent to New Haven to have the 
body exhumed and examined immediately. 
On the second day before her death Miss 
Vanderbilt was away from her rooms all day, 
and it was noticed when she appeared in the 
theater in the even! that she was pale, 
nervous, and apparently suffering great pain. 
The nextday it became apparent that she 
must have the services of a physician, and 
she finaily consented to send for him. When 
the doctor came in he gave her some sort of 
a prescription for the alleged gastric 
fever, aud went away saying she 
was all right. She sank rap- 
idiy, however, and two other physicians were 
called in. Assoon as they saw the condition 
of affairs they said at once that she was past 
hope, and she died a few bours later. The 
event occurred about 6 p. m., and eight or ten 
hours later the body was burried off to New 
Haven, where it was at once interred. It is 
supposed that the information on which the 
authorities are now working was given them 
oy ome of the two physicians who were last 
ed in.

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| THE FRIENDS OF THE DEERING BILL WAIT 


ING FOR REINFORCEMENTS.

The Fate of High License Dependent Upon 
the Action of the Senate—Gov. Francis 
and Judge Henry—Additional Circait 
Judges for Kansas | In- 

. come Tax—The State Capital. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPATCH. 
JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 8.—Senator 
‘Madison R. Smith and the friends of the Deer- 
ing high license bill are laying on their oars 
just at present in the liquor regulation con- 
test, and awaiting the return of the Senators 


in Columbia and 8t. Louis before testing 
their strength in a vote on a straight-out issue 
between the Moran bill and the measure 
drawn up by the St. Louis Temperance Al- 
lance. 

It was the intention of the high license 
members to hold a conference to-morrow 
morning for the purpose of agreeing upon 
certain amendments to the Deering bill, and 
selecting a day on which they could all be 
present for the fight in the Senate. 
Owing to the unavoidable absence of 
some of their strongest leaders, this pro- 
gramme was changed however, and the date 
of the conference fixed for next Wednesday, 
when the subject will be discussed in all its 
bearings and a definite pian of action adopted. 
The Post-DisPaTcu is able to announce in ad- 
vance that the first Thursday in March will be 
agreed upon asthe date on which the high 
license Senators will begin hostilities. The 
contest will be the leading event of the session 
and will continue from the day mentioned 
until finally determined. Senators’ Moran and 
MoGinnis will be most prominent among the 
opponents of the Deering bill, while Madison 
Smith and Sam Major, will very likely figure as 
the leaders in the debate on the other side. 

Although the vote of the Senate a few days 
ago which gave Major a majority of three 
would seem to indicate that the friends of 
bigh license are in the minority, yet they 
confidently claim a majority of five on the 
final vote on the passage of the Deering bill. 
They say that a number of tne 
friends of the Deering measure voted 


with Moran to call back the bill from Smith's 
committees, because they wanted to get all the 
bills on the same subject before one commit- 
tee, and have them all reported back to the 
Senate at the same time. These votes they be- 
lieve will be cast on their side when the final 
issue ie made. 

It seems to be conceded on all sides that the 
fate of high license depends almost entirety 
upon the action of the Senate. The House, it 
is believed, will pass any bill which goes 
through the upper branch of the Legislature. 


Gov. Francis will shortly have another o 
rtunity of serving his oid friend, John W. 
enry, who now resides in Kansas City. It 
will be remembered that when Judge Henry 
ran for re-nomination for Judge of the Su- 
remme Court several years ago, Francis and 
is friends gave him every vote St. Louis bad 
in the State Convenfion. Now, Ju Henry 
is after a place on the Cireult Court bench of 
Kansas City, and the Governor will be afforded 
a chance of giving him the position. 


Senator Teasdale’s bill providing for two 
additional Judges for the Jackson County Cir- 
eult Court has both branches of the 
General Assembiy. The bill has an emer- 
gen clause attached which gives it effect 
immediately it bas been si by the Gov- 
ernor, and the Governor will tnen be called 
upon to appolnt the two Judges. Before be 
ing sent to the Governor for signature, 
however, the bill must be read at length in the 
Senate and House and be signed by Leut. 
Gov. Claycomb and Speaker Russell. The 
Speaker will probably sign it to-morrow, bat 
as the Senate bas adjourned until Monday the 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot subscribe his 
signature until next Monday afternoon. 

Ine of the appointees will surely be James 
Gibson, whois an e- Mayor of Kansas City, 
and was a strong Francis man ip tne last State 
campaign. As stated before, Judge Henry is 
among the other applicants. He is supported 
by John Gage, Jim Hageman and ash Ad- 
ams, all men of prominence in Kansas City; 
bat is opposed by the Democratic County 
Committee of Jackson County, in which Kan- 
sas City is situated, and by a number of lead 
ing attorneys. Thefighton the Judgeis be- 
coming very warm. His opponents charge 
that his principal backing comes from outside 
of Jackson County, and that politicians in 
other parts of the State aretrying to dictate 
Kansas City appointments. 


Senator Sparks has a bill pending in the 
Senate of no littie importance to persons en- 
joying large incomes and large saiaries. It is 
entitled ‘‘An act creating and providing for 
levying and collecting a tax of five per centum 
per annum upon the gross incomes of $5,000 
and over * or corporations, copart- 
nerships and companies, excepting building 
associations, residing in or doing business in 
this State, received in this State in counties, 
cities and incorporated towns for revenue 
purposes and to denote the method of laying 
and collecting same and to provide a penalty 
for violation of the provisions thereof. 

The bill provides that returns shall be made 
annually in January ofevery year, and mer- 
chants, corporations and other persons as to 
the gross amount of their incomes for taxa- 
tion. Failareto make such return will be 
visited by a tax treble the amount of the origi- 
nal tax and in addition the guilty person shall 
suffer the pains and penalties for perjury, or 
making false statement under oath. 

The measure would have attracted little at- 
tention, but for the high standing of its 
author, who is one of the leaders on the Dem- 
ocratic side in the Senate and Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee.

A Trying Task—Rivalry Between the United 
States and the Weils-Fargo Express Co.— 
Building Up «a Greut Banking Business 
~A Strong Monopoly—The Southwest-

Amer!i- 
can enterprise and energy are noted the 
world over, but in no line has it been more 
marked than in the manner in which the pi- 
oneers have been followed up by the ma- 
riders. Not one man in a thousand appre- 
ciates the wonderful organization that, when 
the plains and mountains contained only a 
few scattered villages, gave their inhabitants 
almost daily communication with the cities of 
the East. This history has never been writ- 
ten, but should any one undertake the task a 
most interesting and instructive chapter 
would be the result. a 
THE UTAH AND NEVADA LINES. 
have been employed in two Gistricts, that 


of Utah and Nevada, and that of the South- 
west, including New Mexico and Arizona. In 
the former flela, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the * the United States met a 
formidable rival in the line of transporting 
mailse—the Wells-Fargo Express Co. For a 
long time there wasa sharp rivalry between 
this corporation and the older and richer 
Adams Express Co. In order to attract Dus- 
iness the Wells-Fargo Co. undertook to de- 
liver mail at any point where its lines ex- 
tended, which about covered tHe coun- 
try north of Arizona and west of 
Salt Lake. Ab arrangement was 
made with the Post-office authorities allow- 
ing the company to — letters, 2 cents a 
half ounce was added to the postage, and a 
system superior tothat of the United States 
was inaugurated. Money was lost directly, 
but indirectly the gains inthe line of adver- 
tisement were immense, and the transfer of 
business which resulted had nota little to do 
with the diastrous failure of the Pacific slope 
branch of the Adams Express Co. 

„I was appointed Superintendent of the 
United States Mall Service for Nevada and 
Idaho in 1870, and although the railroad bad 
deprived the express company of a great part 
of its territory, enough remained to show bow 
it had succeeded in furnishing a better service 
than the United Ststes, and driving all rivals 
inthe express business from the field. The 
Wells Fargo Co., not content with managing 
its own mail line, had succeeded, 
underbidding every one eise, to secure the 
wail contracts from the Government in nearly 
all places off the line of the railroad. Of course 
it did not make the bids in its own name, but 
men in the company’s employ were provided 
with the necessary means and were infact its 
agents. 

THE WELLS-FARGO RIVALRY. 

Their object was tojdelay the United States 
mails as much as they could with ut being 
brought into court for it and thus give the 
express company the reputation of being 
the swiftest and much better carrier 
in that section of the country. Old, broken- 
down horses were used, the mail-carriers were 
continually making mistakes in regard to the 
address of letters, and whenever a freshet or 
a snowstorm occurred it was used to its full 
limit as an excuse for delay. In the mean- 
time nothing was allowed to stop the Wells- 
Fargo mail. It used tne best horses, selling 
them to the Government contractors when 
they were broken down and no stress 
of weather was allowed to _ interfere 
with the rapid transmission of letters. in 
acountry in which money. was plenty, and 
speculation on the San Francisco and New 
York stock markets was rampant, and which 
was also destitute of telegraphic communica- 
tion, the advantage of rapid mail transit could 
not be overestimated. It soon became known 
thataletter sent by the express company to 
any outlying voint would reach its 
destination from six to twenty-four 
hours sooner than if sent through 
the regular channels. This brought business, 
and more than paid the expenses of a line 
which, judged by ite direct receipts, lost 
money. 

CRUSHING COMPETITION. 

„But still more effective methods were em- 
ployed, not only to hold a monopoly of the 
express business, but also to build up a bank - 
ing business second to none on the coast. 
When especially important news in the 
financial world was received, the Wells- 
Fargo Co. at once sent out asecret circular 
to all its customers, giving full particulars of 
the nature and extent of thechange. These 
circulars were pushed through with wonder- 
ful dispatch, and reached such towns as Silver 
City, Idaho, and Virginia a Carson, Nev., 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours ahead of 
all othér news, and a corresponding gain was 
made at other points. In addition to this, a 
special mail-bag would be made up, con- 
taining letters to those who dealt 
with the company, * complete 
list of whom was kept in every central 
office, and these men received communica- 
tions from their agents far ahead of all 
others. At such times delays in the United 
States mails could be predicted with cer- 
tainty. and men doing business with banks 
unconnected with the company were very 
likely to find that their letters were not 

delivered, even wen sent by its 

hen stocks were rising and fall- 
ing wien phenomenal rapidity, the 
advantage of rapid communication could not 
de overestimated, and consequently the 
Wells-Fargo Co. soon controlled practical! 
all the business in towns remote from rall- 
roads. I made a report to the Government, and 
on ite strength the supervision of the mails 
was made much stricter, and ter certain- 
ty of delivery secured, but it was not until tel- 
egraph lines had been built in all directions 
that the power of one of the greatest and most 
profitable monopolies that ever arose in the 
country was broken.

THE CLAIMS OF KANSAS 


WILL BE SATISFIED BY APPOINTING SENA- 
TOR PLUMB TO THE TREASURY. 


Return of a Delegation Which Presented 
Legislative Resolutions to President- 
Elect Harrison at Indianapolis Yester- 
day—An Informal Interview—Civil Ser- 
vice Regulations Will Be Enforced—Sen.- 
ator Plumb’s Chances.

A. J. Felt, Speaker of the House 

of Representatives Henry Booth and Col. 

Richard Walker. Speaker Booth continued 

on his journey this morning, but the other 

members of the party put up at the Southern 
Hotel. 

The purpose of the pilgrimage to Indianapo- 
lis was to present to President-elect Harrison 
the political claims of a favorite son—United 
States Senator Preston B. Piumb. Kansas, 
like Missouri, has a business and a display 
Senator. The one is relied on to do ali the 
business of the State, while the other makes 
brilliant speeches and raises unnecessary 
party lasues. Senator Plumb is Kansas’ busi- 
ness Senator, while Senator Ingalls,lige Senator 
Vest, furnishes all the display and makes all 
the trouble that one Stateis entitled to. Since 
the election of Gen. Harrison Senator Plumb 
has been frequently mentioned for a place in 
the new Cabinet. The Legislature of Kansas 
in compliment to Senator Plumb, who bas just 
been re-elected for a term of six years, passed 


resolutions urging his appointment to a cabinet 
position and providing for the presentation of 
the resolutions to the President-elect. In ac- 
cordance with this resolutinn the Governor 
appointed the above committee to go to In- 
dianapolis, where Mr. Hallowell read and 
presented the resolutions, Gov. Anthony 
making the argument, as it were. In thus in- 
dorsing Senator Plumb no invidious distinc- 
tion was made. Senator Ingalls has repeated- 
ly stated that he would not accepta Cabinet 
position and was better satisfied with a chair 
in the Senate than he would be with the custo- 
dy of the Portfolio of State. 

The delegation returns well pleased with the 
result of their trip to Indianapolis, and ge 
ently confident that Senator Plumb will be 
given a place in the Cabinet. If he is given a 
— it will be the Secretaryship of the 

reasury. When the committee called on 
Gen. Harrison yesterdag at his home on Dela- 
ware street, Indianapolis, they said that some 
of the statements they wished to make were not 
intended for present publication, Among the 
considerations so designated was the sugges- 
tion that if Kansas’ Senator is to be honored 
atall he should be given the Secretaryship 
of the Treasury. Senator Plumb has already 
expressed himself on the subject. When told 
that his name would possibly be considered 
for the Interior he said he would prefer re- 
maining in the Senate to accepting that par- 
ticular appointment. His friends yesterday 
communicated as far as could well be done the 
Senatorial preferences which wil probably be 
honored, and if Senator Plumb* is ap- 
e to the Cabinet it will probably 

e as Secretary of the ury. 

The gentlemen composing the party were 
waited on this morning atthe Southern with 
a request that if within their power they re- 
lieve the nation’s suspense and as far as pos- 
sible announce the make up ofthe next Cab- 
inet. Butapparently they have, during their 
short visit to President-elect Harrison caught 
the prevailing reticence. 

Lieut.-Gov. Felt said: “Well, Kansas will be 
honored with an a tment to the next 
Cabinet. Of this I feel certain.’’ 

When asked if his assurance was based on a 
re of the President-elect, he said: ‘‘It is
